Seems, though, 
that I was born 25 years too 
soon because, according to.a 
pamphlet put out by the Cana- 
dian Bank of Commerce, a lot of 
this work was and is unnecessary | 
and may actually be harmful— 
to the cows—of all people! 


BARNS WITHOUT STALLS 


The newest idea in barns is 
not to have partitions or stalls in 
the cowshed. You don't build an |: 
expensive hay loft. You don't |- 
have to keep your cows locked 
by their necks and heads in 
stanchions: You don’t carry the feed and water to 
the cows. You don't walk over to the cow to milk 
“ner. Work ‘s eliminated from winter care of cows, 

-Instead you let your milk cows roam the interior 
of the barn at will. When you give them feed you 
simply drop a bale or two of hay or other feed in- 
side fhe door and let Bossie come and get it. Water 
is provided in one end of the barn in a trough just 
like-you. provide in summer in the barnyard. 

The Bank of Commerce says that cows lead 
happier, more contented lives when they~are not 
regimented into stalls and stanchions. Besides, 
what of yourself? You can spend the time loafing 
eXcept-at milking time. Then, you simply have the 
milk cows walk into the milking shed attached to 
the barn, and one by one they walk up to: the 
automatic milking machine, patiently wait until the 
machine does its job, and walk back to the main

If silage is included in the feeding program, it 
should be fed to them once a day only. The cows 
should be grained while they are being milked. 
Uniess the requirements_are acceptable one should 
not attempt to employ loose housing for the dairy 
herd. If the system is accepted along with the 
practites necessary to make it work, the authors 
feel that the advantages far outweight the dis- 
advantages.” 

You can see there is nothing revolutionary about 
this system except that it saves a lot of work. You 
can fill a self-feeder two or three times a week, 
thus bringing the cattle to the feed instead of bring- 
ing feed to the cattle every day. And you milk in 
the milking parlor, instead of carrying milk from 
the stalls to the milk house. 

There are other advantages too. You can in- 
herd without remodelling ,the barn. 
You don’t have to clean out the barn every day, 
cleaning is only done once or twice a year. You 
get more and better manure for your soil. Costly

The crew Its made up of 1e- 
servists called up in May, 1951, 
at which time plans for the pres- 
ent airlift from Nashville to Big 
Delta, a distance of 8300 high- 
way miles, were made. There are 
28,000 men involved in Operation 
Warwind, 4,000 of whom are 
members of the grourid forces and 
450 are air personnel. An advarce 
party of 250 men are at Big 
Delta to sét up survival indoctrin- 
tion for the main force. 

The object of Operation Warm- 
wind is to oust the aggressers 
who are lodged at Eielson, Alaska, 
as the local forces have been un- 
able to make an impression. The 
enemy poses a threat. to Fair- 
banks, Ladd and Big Delta, con- 
sequently the American Air Force 
and Army airborne troops are 
coming to their aid. Troop car- 
riers are transporting the 4,600 
men-and equipment who will move 
in and try to dislodge the aggres- 
sors. Operation Warmwind is ex- 
pected to last 30 days. 

During this 30-day period, -e- 
hicles, equipment, clothing and 
food rations are being given a 
trial as to adequacy in the event 
of war in the far north. The par- 

. ticipants are, for the most part, 
} familiar with war in other cli- 
‘mates. Eighty-five per cent of the 
aircrews are vets of World War II 
‘and 60 per cent are Korean veter- 
ans. Some of the equipment which 
is being used, is being tested for 
use in Korea.

He attended University in 
Bittish Columbia, played. semi- 
pré hockey with the Vancouver 
Liens and. Seattle’ Bombers, and 
football with the Vanconver 
Bombers. He held the senior 
quarter-mile track reeord on the 
Pacific coast and in 1944 was 
voted Vancouver’s athlete of the 
year.

| The volicy as get up. is: designed 
to, effect..a.measure of. control 
over the .coyotes..which are 
troybling, herds of sheen or cattle 
on. flocks. of poultry. Twenty men 
in ‘the muricinality have. received 
the. instruction and.:obtained the 
materials necessary for setting 
out ‘getters. Anyone troubled by 
unwanted coyotes may ask any 
of the men so trained and equip- 
bed to set out getters in appropri- 
ate places. If necessary the Field 
Supervisor will make the re- 
quived materials and instruction 
available for others.
